areas.

\don’t realize,” said Sweeney, “is 


that not only are they endanger- 
ing lives and property, but their 
jobs as well.” 

Working people, happily, are not 
the marshal’s chief critics. As a 
matter of fact, the biggest com- 
plaints and gripes come from oer- 
tain businessmen and _ landlords 
who find that city fire safety reg- 
(when enforced) some 
times cut into their profits. And 
some of these gripers are quite 
loud about it, too. 

Take, as a shining example, the 
tactics of a local gas station oper- 
ator in fighting the fire marsHal’'s 
efforts to enforce a city ordinance 
prohibits self-service gas 
stations. To read the operator's 
quarter page or larger ads in sev-

Health and Poise 
Watch That Meat 


Further evidence of the danger 
of cooling cooked meat at room 
temperaturgs has been found in 
the test kitchens of Swift & Co. 
As a result of its research, pack- 
ing the concern said that two 
hours was the absolute time limit 
for keeping cooked meats at tem- 
peratures between 60 and 110 de- 
grees Fahreinheit. 

Health authorities have stressed 
similar warnings for some time, 
many declaring that temperatures 
of more than 50 degrees were un- 
safe for meat storage. The hazard 
is staphylococcus organisms that 
produce harmful toxins, some re- 
sulting in food poisoning, at such 
temperatures. Once present, these 
toxins cannot be destroyed, even 
by additional cooking, 

For the experiments Swift used 
beef rib roasts, beef pot réasts, 
beef stew, beef and pork meat 
loaves, pork loin roasts, smoked 
hams, roast turkeys, fried chicken, 
stewed chicken cooled in broth 
and stewed chicken and broth 
cooled separately. 

The findings confirmed a belief 
that meat may be placed in the 
refrigerator immediately after 
cooking without impairing taste. 
A panel scoring meat handled in 
this way reported that such quick 
cooling did not cause souring or 
other “off” flavors. 

Swift labels as an old wives’ tale 
the theory that hot meat placed 
directly in the refrigerator turns 
sour,

EXCESSIVE SPEED still re- 
mains the ‘greatest highway haz- 
ard. In 1953 over 13,000 people met 
their death on the highways in 
accidents due to somebody’s fool- 
ish idea that speed and safety 
could go together. 


In all accidents, over 38,000 were 
killed and over 2,000,000 injured 
last year. This is 900 more deaths 
than in any other year, and the 
highest injury rate in history. 


We have better highways, bettef 
cars and more safety education 
than ever before. Why, then, more 
accidents? 


While the under-twenty-five 
group has the highest rate there 
are still many older folks who 
have to plead guilty to reckless 
driving. 

The other day a young man was 
heard protesting his father’ 
mania for speed. 

“He doesn't drive,” said the boy,! 
“he just flies low.” 

The father, a sensible quiet sober 
business man, somewhat smugly 
remarked that he “cruised” at 80. 


Officers of the law, as well as 
the psychiatrists, have not yet 
found the answer to this problem 

That it is a problem for psychi- 
atrists seems rather evident. In 
some way the mighty horse-power 
of the engine communicates itself 
to the driver, stepping up his own 
feeling of power. 

He may be a fine man, an in- 
telligent man, a kindly man. But 
somehow, in some phase of his 
life he has a feeling of inadequacy. 
To “let her out” upon the highway 
gives him some feeling of strength, 
in some way compensates for some 
lack in his life. 

Only some such explanation can 
account for some of the things we 
see and read about. 

Driver education, therefore, must 
go deeper than it has. 

The driver must not only learn 
to handle the car on the road, but 
how to handle himself. 

This is going to be no easy 
task. Indeed, it is an impossible| 
task unless every driver earnestly | 
examines his own soul, asks him- 
self, if he is a fast driver, why is 
he? 

Is he trying to get a feeling of 
power by putting his foot down 
hard on the accelator? By taking 
a chance on passing another driv- 
er, or by “road-hogging” is he 
avenging himself for some slight, 
put upon him by some enemy? Is 
pe, by fast driving, getting a sense 
of escape from some problem at 
home or at work? 

Speed, say the experts, is the 
great killer on the highways. Not 
the only killer, but the chief. 

If we could eliminate this one 
hazard we'd be far on the road| 
toward better safety records.

‘Common Sense’ 


Two “common sense” methods 
of dealing with youngsters were 
discussed at a recent meeting by 
!‘Prof. Alfred L. Baldwin of Cor- 
jnell University. He is head of the 
jchild development and family re- 
lationships department there, 
| “It would be nice if the science 
of child behaviour had advanced 
|as that of physics has, to the point 
make us gasp,” the educator 
said, but, he added, common sense 
comes before science in this field, 

Indicative of instinctive com- 
mon sense in people, he explained, 
are the “play if by ear” methods 
jparents use with their children, 
The two common techniques, he 
said, are the “distraction” and 
“mehiator” ones, which “make life 
jeasier in the home—a good thing.” 
As its name implies, the former 
draws the child’s attention away 
from what he is doing to some- 
thing else, 
| In the case of the 18-month-old, 
“telling the child what not to doy 
will just give him new ideas.” Al- 
though the word “no” is successful 
with children of this age, as it dis. 
tracts them from their occupation 
to the parent, it is wiser and just 
jas effective, according to the pro- 
|fessor, to interest them in an in- 
viting and stimulating situation. 
At this age, the situation might be 
as simple as showing the child a 
tiny place to squeeze through 
lwhich according to Mr. Baldwin, 
fascinates these youngsters.

East Bay Labor Journal has 
received a long and well written 
letter signed Parke Smith, 1799 
Euclid avenue, Berkeley, criticiz- 
ing policy of the AFL and of this 
paper. Mr. Smith states that he is 
“a Christian divinity student, and 
therefore wholly in favor of the 
purpose of organized .labor. How- 
ever, method and purpose cannot 
be divorced from one another... 
You are going to be judged, and 
very rightly so, not by what you 
say your purpose is, but by your 
methods.” 

Some of our methods are bad, 
argues Mr. Smith. 

“For over two years,” he writes, 
“my wife has been forced to af- 
filiate herself with organized labor 
to hold her job .. . The only choice

KNIGHT'S LABOR HAIRDO 


During the Governorship of Earl Warren, one fact,,was 
thoroughly well known‘in California. 

That fact was that Goodwin J. Knight was the darling of 
the reactionaries. These reactionaries distrusted Warren. 
They thought of Warren,as a dangerous radical. But Goody 
Knight now—that was different! Goody was a man of their 
own stripe, utterly immune to the dangerous new idea that 


civil rights are tremendously important. 

For years the labor people of this State have hoped for 
something better than the Warren regime. Warren they toler- 
ated, Knight they abhorred. Though they were not satisfied 
with Warren, they felt that he at least belonged to the so- 
called liberal wing of the Republican Party. But Knight! His 
name was never mentioned in labor circles as that of a person 
who could be trusted to do one good thing for labor or for 
the liberal policies to which labor is attached. 

But now, Knight having fallen heir temporarily to the 
Governorship, owing to the elevation of Warren to the Su- 
preme Court, is running for a full term as Governor. So now 
it seems Knight is a great and good friend of labor. He says 
so himself. 

True, he started off in the old reliable Knight fashion, 
which so endears him to Pro America, that rabid group of 


given the choice of either being boiled in oil or burned directly 
at the stake. He said there wasn’t any unemployment, that 
anyone whg wanted a job could get one, as there was work 


open to her was to work or not to 
work at her particular job. This is 
hardly freedom.” 

Well, no individual has complete 
and absolute freedom. This is an 
institutional world in which we 
live and work. Formerly, the insti- 
tution of private ownership and 
management was almost absolute 
in its power over the individual 
worker. This the editor of this pa-} 
per Knows as the result of a child- 
hood and youth spent in sawmill 
company towns. The worker then, 


to adapt Mr. Smith’s phrase, was; 


“forced to affiliate’ with the in- 
stitution of private ownership and 
management, “in order to hold the 
job.” 

Now another institution has 
grown up, the labor union, but it! 
has only relative power, not ab- 
solute. Private ownership and 
management is still the dominant 
institution. But we of the labor 
movement believe that the total 
freedom which the individual 
worker has through the function- 
ing of these two counterbalancing 
institutions, ownership and union- 
ism, is greater than was the free- 
dom of the worker under the ab- 
solute domination of one institu- 
tion, ownership. 

Incidentally, has Mr. Smith 
paused to reflect that most citi- 
zens of the United States—another 
institution!—are not so by free 
individual choice? We are most of| 
us born into our membership, and 
by that accident of our birth in a 
particular part of the earth are 
“forced to affiliate” with the USA. 
We are taxed, regulated, fined,| 
conscripted, etc., and all we can, 
do about it is to observe, think, 
and vote from time to time, just 
as Mr. Smith’s wife does in her 
union—for we assume she takes 
the trouble to inform herself on 
union matters, to attend meetings, 
and to use her vote in the union. 

Mr. Smith specifically criticizes 
this paper for using what he con- 
siders McCarthy methods, and 
writes: 

“You yourself have bought Mc- 
Carthyism, if not McCarthy. His 
favorite tactic is the use of half 
truths and character assassination 


by association. This is characteris-} 


tic of your own method.” 

As “one of the most flagrant 
examples of this” alleged use of 
McCarthy methods on our part, 
Mr. Smith cites our publication 
April 9 of a summary of “How Al- 
len and Miller Voted, and Kuchel.” 

Comments Mr. Smith on this: 

“You make fiat statements that 


each one has made so many bad} 


votes, and so many good. This is 
downright journalistic dishonesty, 
and just the sort of tactic which is 
Joe’s penchant. You have no moral 
right in the world to make such a 
flat statement unless you discuss 
the issues involved and give the 
reader a chance to use his own 
mind in deciding what is good and 
bad. You are not God.” 

As promised in the item to which 
Mr. Smith refers, we are now pub- 
lishing serially the issues on which 
these votes were cast by our mem- 
bers of Congress. It is true that} 
we list the title? of various issues} 
briefly, such as “T-H (House Ver- 
sion)” or “T-H (Injunction)” or 
“Minimum Wage” or “Old Age In- 
surance.” 

Since we are reporting on 62 
measures on which Messrs. Allen} 
and Miller voted in the House, 
and additional ones on which Mr. 
Kuchel voted in the Senate, Mr. 
Smith may agree that it would 
take the money and newsprint of 
a New York Times to publish full 
details on each measure. Besides, 
all these issues have been dis- 
cussed for years, and the institu- 
tional attitude of the AFL has 
reached a high and widely known 
state of development on them. 

We have our own language, our 
own shorthand, just as Mr. Smith’s 
church has, or the editor’s' church 
has. When we say that Mr. Allen’s 
vote was “bad” on a T-H measure, 
which of course means the Taft- 
Hartley Act in our lingo, and that 
Mr. Miller’s vote was “gocd”, the 
average labor unionist knows what 
we mean.

Is McCarthy Afraid:to Sue? | 


In our April 2 issue there was an editorial headed: ‘“Will| 
McCarthy Face Greenspun?” 

That editorial first mentioned the fact that Senator Mc- 
Carthy had decided not face the music, and so had withdrawn 
his $2,000,000 libel suit against former Senator Benton of 
Connecticut. It then proceeded to raise the question whether 
McCarthy would dare to sue for libel Hank Greenspun, 
publisher of the Las Vegas Sun. 

Benton had merely accused McCarthy of being, as we 
summarized it, ‘‘a liar and a corrupt scoundrel.” But Green- 
spun in the February 5 issue of Las Vegas Sun made charges 


of such a nature that we asked in that April 2 editorial: 
“How about. it, Senator? Are you going to sue Greenspun and 
stick to it unti! the case is settled in court? If you don’t sir, if 
you let such charges stand against you, you’d better sneak out of 
the Senate with your head down.” 
That statement we now reiterate. 


But instead of McCarthy bringing libel and slander action 


ened? : 

Well, on April 8 a Federal Grand Jury indicted Green- 
spun on a charge of having published in the Las Vegas Sun 
on January 8 and sending through’ the mails a statement 
“tending to incite murder or assassination” of McCarthy. 

In Washington, according to Oakland Tribune of April 9: 


“Postoffice Department officials said in response to an inquiry 
that complaints about the Greenspun article were filed with the 
Postal Inspection Service by McCarthy and several readers of the 
Sun, but that the Senator had subsequently informed the depart- 
ment he did not want to press the matter.” 


Postoftice Solicitor Abe Goff is mentioned by the Tribune 
as follows: 

“Goff said that after he took office (Goff became solicitor on 
February 1) McCarthy personally telephoned him in March to say 
that he wanted to drop the case.” 

This case which McCarthy wished to drop was the one, 
lof course, based on what Greenspun had said in his paper on 
January 8, allegedly “tending to murder or assassination” of 
McCarthy. 

It’s easy to guess why, if the Tribune's dates are correct, 
McCarthy wished to drop the case based on the January 8 
article which merely tended to ‘murder or assassination.” 
For when McCarthy phoned in March and tried to stop that 
case against Greenspun, McCarthy and his attorneys had had 
time to weigh the dreadful consequences of having attention 
called to Greenspun's infinitely more damaging article of 
February 8. 

For the charges made by Greenspun on February 8, once 
they are well spread around the country, as they doubtless 
may be during the prosecution of the editor on the basis of 
the January 8 article, will do tremendous damage to Mc- 
Carthy’'s personal reputation. That is, unless McCarthy brings 
acion against Greenspun and wins damages. 

Greenspun has made the matter plain himself. He told 


reporters, referring to McCarthy: 
“He has an adequate remedy at law through a civil suit for 
libel.”

“Give the pedestrian his just due 
or maybe later it’s you he'll sue!” 
Captain W. W. Vernon of the 
Oakland Police Department brings 
forth this idea: “That a crosswalk 
—marked or unmarked—is_ the 
pedestrian’s kingdom.” He Sug- 
gests that we must remember that 
the pedestrian's body cannot com- 
pete with the crushing weight of 
an automobile, 
Quoting our California Vehicle 
Code, it states: 
1.“The driver of a vehicle shall 
yield the right of way to a 
pedestrian crossing the road- 
way within marked crosswalks 
or within unmarked crosswalk 
at an intersection, or any por- 
tion of the roadway distinctly 
amarked as a pedestrian cross- 
ing. 
2.“Whenever any vehicle has 
or at an unmarked crosswalk 
at an intersection to permit a 
pedestrian to cross the road- 
way, the driver of any other 
vehicle. approaching from the 
rear shall not overtake and 
pass such stopped vehicle.” 


Captain Vernon offers this 
thought: “When approaching a 
crosswalk, ask yourself this, “If 


the pedestrian and your car con- 
tinued at their regular rate of 
speed, would you put the pedes- 
trian in peril?”. 
to note that the word ‘peril’ means, 
would the action of the car cause 
the pedestrian to jump _ back, 
frighten him or perhaps affect his 
heart?” 

According to case law, it was 
held that when a pedestrian is 
crossing a roadway in a crosswalk 
and is so far from the path of an 
approaching automobile, and pro- 
ceeding in such a manner that no 
interference between them _ is 
reasonably expected, the driver 
need not wait for it to develop. 

If a pedestrian in a crosswalk 
decides to wave you on by means 
of gesture, he has relinquished his 
right of way. It is held in our 
California Civil Code that anyone 
may wave the advantage of a law 
intended solely for his purpose. 
However, Captain Vernon reminds 
us that even though the pedestrian 
has surrendered his right of way, 
the driver is held responsible for 
exercising due care for the safety 
of any pedestrian on a roadway.

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Shipyard Hearing 
May be Held Soon 
Here in Bay Area 


Three Bay Area Congressmen 
who are members of the House 
Committee on Merchant Marine 
and Fisheries, Representatives 
‘Shelley, Allen, and Mailliard, re- 
{cently announced that they had 
joined with other members of the 
House Committee on Merchant 
Marine and Fisheries in intro- 
ducing identical House Resolutions 
calling for a thorough study of the 
condition of the private shipbuild- 
ing industry of the United States, 
and for Congressional action to 
maintain private shipyards at .a 
sufficiently high level of activity 
to meet peacetime needs of the 
United States Merchant Marine 
and “to provide an acceptable mo- 
bilization base in time of emer¥ 
gency.” 

The three Bay Area Congress- 
men stated that the introduction 
of the resolutions on a bi-partisan 
basis was prompted by the serious 
emergency facing the private ship- 
building and repair industry in try- 
ing to maintain facilities and per- 
sonnel in the face of a long con- 
tinued lack of sufficient ship work 
to keep the yards going. 

The Congressmen announced 
tentative plans to hold public hear- 
ings in the various shipbuilding 
rggions of the United States dur- 
|ing the Fall of this year, should 
| their Resolution be adopted by the 
House. The San Francisco-Oakland 
area would be scheduled as one 
site for such hearings.
